was read at tho meoting of the Legislative 
Council hold yesterday.. The document con- 
tains a good many high-sounding phrases, 
but little real argument, and a considerable 
amount of inconsistency and—let us’ trast 
unwitting—misrepresentation.. The greater 
part, consists of.a laboured attempt to prove 
that the reclamation of the Prays is 5 work 
undertakon for a public purpose within the 
meaning of the term employed in Orown 
leases. “Now, wo will again repeat—for 
there is a tendanoy to daub all who dare to 
criticise the detiila of this big. achemo as 
obatructionists opposed toa great improve+ 
ment—that the reclamation of the Praya 
will improve the Colony in wnany ways,

from the Guverzimant portion estimated at 
$1,441,587 ; fifth, thora is estimated to be 
a retarn of $310,000 for lund in’ Kennedy 
Town collaterally improved by tho Recla- 
mation 5 sixth, there will be rents from 
the recluimed lond; and last, there will 
be the suthetie improveiunt. 
at first sight a formidable catalogue ; but 
it will not atand much invostiyation, The 
only direct gain to the public is the mil- 
lion and o half got from the Government 
sharo of the Reclamation—tho share that is 
really dona for a ‘ public purpose; and this 
direct tangible benefit stands ont in atrange 
contrast with the vague, shadowy “benelits 
that are to fall to the community as crumbs 


present noxious foreshore, 


This acems 


from the richly-lnden table of the moarine 
lot-owners. ' Reliof to the congestion—why, 
every new house that is built, every new 
pieco of land that is bought by a private in- 
dividaul is relief to the conyestion, and yet 
no one would dream of saying that he builds 
or buys fora * public purpose.” ‘The same 
remarks apply with increased force to the 
gain derived from rents, Tt ia derived in 
every caso in which new land is jurchos~ 
od and built upon. Incredsed facilities 
in discharging curguca—but the gain almost 
entirely falls to the marine lot-ownera, who 
are not likely to allow ships to como along- 

sido their part of the sea-wall without 
charging pretty long prices. Besides, it ia 
very improbable that large vessels would 
go alongside the eca-wall, The Wharf 
Company expects them all to come 
opposite te their godawas at Kowloon. 
‘the. Kennedy-town incidental improve~ 
ment is of too doubtful a character to 
wojgh for much, We have yet to loarn that 
there will be a demand for property so far 
removed, from the contre of the town, Ac- 
cording to Mr Edo’s testimony thero is 
great. difficulty in making tho Chinese 
spread out go as to occupy the houses that 
have already boen built in the vicinity of 
West Point, There remains the improve- 
ment of the foreshore, This is a complex 
question which it would require u separate 
article to deal with. The insanitary condi-. 
tion of the fureshore has been caused by 
our defective drainage system and tho re-| 
fuso that comes from the sampans that 
congregate about the edge of the Praya. 

The increase in the depth of water and 

in tho strength of the ourrent will 
doubtless improve matters. Wo will 
bo able‘to start afresh; but unless the 
rainage aystem ia improved and ‘some 
better regulations are adopted the evila will 
soon reappear, st must not be furgotten, 
alsv, that the large increase in the level 
area will render the task of drainage a much 
more dificult oue and will add largely to | 
the cust, But, whatever be their value, we 
are quite willing tu give the Governor the full 


ments, It must not be lust sight of, how- 
ever, that they are only incideutal, and that 
they would have accrued to the community, 
in addition to the profit, had the Guvern~ 
mount andertaken the work. These benefits 
do not come to ua_becatise the niarine lot- 
owners aro dojng the work, but becaues 
such a work, like almost all private works 
that are done in the Colony cannot bo carried 
ont without benefiting the community as a 
whole, After all has boen said, nothing 
can alter the fact that tha work ia a private 
undertaking. Tho merine lot-owners ari- 
ginated it, they will pay forit and they will 
reap most of the direct gain. 

We have dealt at length ‘with this part 
of the eubjact, because the Governor, al- 
though stating. he wished ibe Govorament 
to undertake the work for the good of the 
community, sets forth at great length, os 
if he held a special brief for the marine Iot- 
owners, the benefits that come sideways to 
the community, and tries to make: out.that 
these side benefits ‘are sich aa to alter 
thé character of the work and make it one 
for a ‘public purpose.' We think he has 
miserably failed ty prove hia’ cage, and wo 
do not think his ordinance will in any way 
strengthen his ‘positions It cannot make 
black the same colour as white, . But, after 
all, it does not matter; as far ay the: ques- 
tion of compenshtion is concerned, whether, 
the work is deqlared to. be for a ‘ public 
purpose’ or-.not.

Eniesson, Jehu, was born July 3lat, b+ G3, 
inthe’ province of Weemeland, Swedon. 
Alig father was 0 proprietor of mines; his 
brother, Baton Nile Ericsson, became chief 
of Swedish railways. At twelve he was 
made a cadet of engineors ; at thirteen a 
nivcleuy on the great ship canal intersecting 
Bweden ; at seventoen he entered the army, 
and in 1827 was promoted captain by King 
Charles John (Bernadotte), -In 1826 he 
conatructed a flame engine, and went to 
Loudon to introduce it, and there resigned 
hia commission. He produced, iv rapid 
shecession an instrament for sea-goundings, 
a hydrostatic weighing machino, and num- 
vrovs olher devices, including tubular steam 
boiler and artificial draught by centrifugal, 
Dlowors. In 1826 he computed with Ste- 
phenson for the historical Liverpool and 
Muachester Railsay prize, for which he 
built the locomotive ‘Novelty,’ that was 
said to excel in lightness, oleganca, and 
speud all other competitors, but Stephen- 
snu's proved supetior in puint of traction, 
The samo year he invent da steam fire- 
engine, employed in the presence of Well- 
ington. in putting onta fire threatening to 
destroy tho Argyle Rooms; in 1833, he 
coustricted the famous caloric eugine and 
in 1853 the ship ' Ericsson," of 2,0.0 tons, 
propelled by tle motor, A sea tril from 
New York to Washingion and back estu- 
blished zre«t economy in fuel, but at aspeed 
ton fow te compere with steam.

1886 Kriesson invented and patented 
tho screw propeller which has revelo:

The feo to the Ling Sheng who is surety, 
has been already mentioned. There are 
alao other fees or gratuitivs, tho’ amount of 
which will depend upon tho circumstancas 


of the student, but all of which must bo. 


paid. The undarlings who transact the 
business of tho examination receive pre- 
senta to the amount of several “dollars, the 
*board-hangera’ must be rewarded with a 
fow hundred oash, &o &e. As soon as tho 
candidate is known to bave ‘ontored,’ a 
strip of red paper is propared, announcing 
this fact, and a mossenyer jis poated off to 
the gruduate’s hume. For this survice, a 
fee of several thousind cash-is expected. 
Large proclumations, called. ‘ Juyful An- 
nouucements,” are prepared by establish- 
ments where charactors are cut on blocks, 
and auld to auccvesful competiturs, at the 
rate of threp or four cents npivco, A 
poor scholar may nut be ablo to afford 
theso luxaries, but those who can af- 
ford it buy great nambers of them, 
sending them in every direction to 
friouds and relitives, who take cate to 
hnve them properly posted. On receipt of 
these notatications, itis customury fur the 
friends of tho fortuaate family te pay 3 
visit of congratulatiun, at which they must 
bo handsomely entertained at a fuast 
Each one brings with him a present in 
money varying according to his circum: 
stances, and his relations to the family of 
thu gradnate. Jf the new anade Dachulor 
has a wide circle of relatives and friends, 
vspuially if some of them happen tw be 
cceupying official positions, he will not 
improbably receive onuugh in gifts of thia 
sort, to reimburse bimaelf for the eusts 
attending his examinaty-ns, and im ex- 
ceptional imstsncea, his congratulatory 
preseuts may greatly exceed the total uf 
his expenses. ‘The style of these notices is 
the aame, a blank being left for the nime 
and rank of the graduate which is insurted 
in writing. It is a very conimon practice 
it sume regions, to announce that the per- 
son concerned,’ ‘ entered ae first on the list,” 
though az s matter of fact bo may have 
boen one of the lust. This is considered a 
very casy and desirable way to got ao 
‘pame', theugh no one is deevived by the 
fraud, for when a dead wull is covered by 
s-ures of these announcements, each re- 
cording thy entry of sume one as the ‘frat 
vane’, it is obvious that the phrase is 
merely employed for diaplay. 

It would naturally be supposed that the 
result of competition so severe and so pro-

tracted as that for the degree of Hsiu Ts'xi, 
would be certified in tie most careful 
ananner, such as by a dipluma bearing the 
seal of the Chancellor. There is, however, 
nothing of tho kind, The essays of the 
successful candidutes are forwarded to the 
Board of Rites in Peking, whero it ia to be 
hoped, they eventually grow mouldy and 
disappear, elae the cupital might be buried 
benvath the enormous mass. But the indi. 
vidual whoso Tolent is at last flourisbing, 
has of that fact no tangible evidence 
whatever. When it becumes desirable tu 
investigate the claim of a Hsiu Te’ai, ho is 
asked in what your he yraduated, the name 
of the examiner, the several themes pro- 
poonded, dc. It will be difficuls to manu- 
facture plausible replies, which will not give 
some clew to their falsity. In one case of 
this sort, within the writer’s knowledge, a 
man who had been examined, but who 
did not pass, on being questioned gave 
the name, the subjects &e., which bolouged 
to his own brother, who really was a 
graduate. Tha mao himself, as after- 
wards appeared, was iu prison for mur~ 
der, ut the very time when he professed to 
have graduated. ‘Lhis absence of credun- 
tuils for a degree ao much coveted, makes 
it ensy for sclolara of shrewdness, and real 
sbility, to“pass themselves offia diatricts 
r mote from their own, as} ayng attained 
toa rank which they havo uotin reality 
reached. A graduate is allowed to wear a 
plain brass buttun on his cup, which he 
prefers tu the pewter one givea him ou 
graduating. In case of vivlations of law, 
the Magistrate uf the d.strict in which the 
offender lives, may get the batton taken 
away, and the graduate rodacod to the level 
of auy other person, Asiong, however, ashe 
continues to be e graduate, he cannot be 
beaten like other Chinése, except on the 
palm of thehand, Ifa Magistrate wore to 
violate the‘rights of any graduate, he would 
raise a tornadd about his head, before 
which he walitd be glad ta retreat, for
